WasnHtnaton, March 20.—[{Special.]—The 
senate was in executive session for nearly two 
hours today. A number of nominations were 
confirmed, but their consideration occupied 
but little time. Nearly one hour and a half 
was spent over the nomination of Mr. White- 
law Reed to be United States minister to 
France. The nomination was reported favor- 
ably {rom the committee on foreign relations 
by Mr. Sherman, and immediately thereafter 
precipitated the debate,which, for personality, 
has not had its equal since Henry W. Hilliard, 
of Georgia, was nominated by Mr. Hayes for 
winister to Brazil. 

THE DEMOCRATIC SENATORS, 
led by Senator Vest, denounced Mr. Reid for 
not only maligning them in the Tribune, but 
that 


for maligning their constituencies in 

Mr. Reid has repeatedly said in the 
columns of that paper that no member 
of the senate or the house from the 


south has a just title to his seat. The defense 
of the republican senators was, to say the 
least, a sittle luke warm. Many of them have 
been thus objects of caustic criticism at the 
hands of Mr. Reid, and none of them seem to 
forget the experience which he had gone 
through. After the session closed this after- 
noon, a democratic member of the senate from 
Mississippi said that in his opinion he did not 
regard the confirmation of Mr. Reid’s nomina- 
tion as at all probable. Allof the democrats 
are opposed to it, and as he understood three

REPUBLICAN SENATORS WOULD VOTE 
against it. It was thought that the outcome 
would be that Mr. Reid would make a decent 
retreat by declining the position, and asking 


Mr. Harrison to withdraw his name 
from the senate. One of the 
republican - senators, who, it is wunder- 
stood, opposes Mr. teid’s confirmation, 


is the senior senator from New York, Mr. 
Evarts. While not taking any very promi- 
neut part in the politics of New York, Mr. 
Evarts is opposed to what is known as the 
Warner Miller faction, and that faction is up- 
held by the Tribune, and consequently Mr. 
Evarts has not received any very great con- 
sideration at his hands. Senator Hawley, of 
Connecticut, is another opponent of Mr. Reid. 
Senator Davis, of Minnesota, is another sen- 
ator who thinks that it would be better all 
around for the government if Mr. Reid should 
be retained in his present position and not be 


delegated to represent the United States 
abroad.

and inquired all about Charlotte harbor, the 
famous fishing grounds on the lower gulf coast. 
The party breakfasted in the car, and subse- 
quently crossed the ferry to South Jackson- 
ville and proceeded in a private car to St. Au- 
gustine, accompanied by Captain Davidson, 
agent of the Savannah, Florida and Western 
railway, and Alfred Bishop{-lason, vice-presi- 
dent of the Jacksonville, Tampaand Key West 
railroad. The train made the runin one hour. 
The party was met at the union station at St. 
Augustine by over 5,000 people, the Ponce De- 
Leon full band and a long line of carriages. 
Mr. and Mrs, H. M. Flagler awaited the party 
and escorted them to the Fonce DeLeon hotel.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Under date of the 
18th inst.,; Consul Goutier, at Cape Haytien, 
has reported to Secretary Biaine that. the 
Galena, with Rear Admiral Gherardt, arrived 
there from Key West, February 21, and was 
still in port. The consul reports that no 
blockading vessel has been seen in those waters 
since January 17 last; also the arrival at Cape 
Haytien of the steamer ‘“‘George W. Clyde,”’ 
February 26, andthe ‘‘Caroline Miller’ on the 
28th, both with cargoes of provisions. The 
latter vessel was to sail for New York on the 
Sth inst., with a cargo of coffee and logwood. 
The *‘Yantic,’”’ now at the New York navy 
yard, has been thoroughly fumigated and 
cleaned of yellow fever, which she took on

Cc. New as Consul at London— 
Other Neininations. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—In executive ses- 
sion this afternoon, the senate confirmed the 
following nominations: Jonn W. Mason, of 
West Virginia, to be commissioner of internal 
revenue; Charles I. Mitchell, of Connecticut, 
to be commissioner of patents; William L. 
Dunlap, to be marshal of Indiana; John 8. 
Burton, to be marshal of the northern dis- 
trict of Mississippi. 

The president today nominated Frederick D. 
Grant, of New York, to be envoy extraordina- 
ry and minister plenipotontiary of the United 
States to Austria-Hungary; John C, New, of 
Indiana, to be consul general of the Uniied 
States at London; Paul Fricke, of Texas, to be 
United States marshal for the western district 
of Texas: Seligman Brothers, at i.ondon, to 
be special fiscal agent of the navy department 
at London. 

These nomination were all referred to appro- 
priate committees. 

Frederick D. Grant, who was today nomi- 
nated to be minister to Austria-Ilungary, is 
the eldest son of GeneralGrant. He is thirty- 
nine years of age. 

John C. New, nominated consul-general to 
London, is the well known editor and pro- 
vrietor of the Indianapolis Journal and former 
assistant secretary of the treasury. ee 

Paul Fricke, nominated to ‘the marshalship 
for the western district of Texas, is a native of 
Brenham, Washington county, Texas, and is 
about thirty-eight years ofage. He has been 
engaged in the cotton business in that state for 
upwards of twenty years. Mr. Fricke took a 
prominent part in assisting the senate com- 
mittee on privileges and elections in the last 
congress in itsinvestigation into the election 
outrages in Washington county. Texas, He 
has also been a republican of excellent repu- 
tation.

CONSUMED BY THE FLAMES. 


surning of Paint and Oil Shops of the New 
Jersey Central Railroad. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., March 20,—The ex- 
tensive car and paint shops of the Central 
railroad of New Jersey, at Ashley, about two 
miles from here, were destroyed by fire at 1 
o’clock this morning. The buildings were of 
brick, erected in 1867. They were immense 
structures, built in the form of a section ofa 
round house. About 200 men were employed 
in these bnildings. The fire spread with such 
fearful rapidity that absolutely nothing was 
saved. All the workmen lost their tools and 
there will be a loss in this respect of $10,000 or 
more, many of the men valuing their tools at 
$100 to $200a kit. The buildings belong to 
the Lehigh Coal & Navigation Company and 
were leased by the Central railroad of New 
Jersey. ItJs estimated that the loss on the 
buildings will reach fully $60,000. Property 
within the walls of the buildings, besides the 
property of employes already mentioned, were 
several baggage and smoking cars, two pas- 
senger coaches, freight cabooses, gondolas and 


coal cars. : All of these were consumed. The 
loss on rolling stock alone will foot up to 


$200,000 and ihe loss on paints and materials 
will reach from $6,000 to $10,000. The build- 
ings and stock were entirely @nsured, but the 
workmen had no insurance protection. The 
origin of the fire is unknown. The flames 
were not subdued until after 5 o’clock this 
morning.

CHEER FROM CARNEGIE. 


Observations on His Recent Trip to the 
South—A Great Future. 

BALTIMOEE, March 20.—The Manufactur- 
ers’ Record, of this week, will publish a letter 
from Andrew Carnegie, giving his views upon 
the iron intecests of the south, based upon his 
recent investigating tour. Mr. Carnegie states 
that the first feature which impressed him, 
was the general excellance of the plants in the 
south. The modern blast furnace is the pro- 
duct of evolution. Pionneers in the business 
have had to build and rebuild these. Our 
southern brethren have reaped the advantage 
and have become possessed all alone.of a mod- 
ern type. This remark applies also to the 
machinery in the mines and the mode of open- 
ing, handling facilities and so forth. . All is of 
the latest pattern. The character of the coal, 
iron ore and limestone, and the ease and 
cost of mining are all better, he says, than he 
had expected to tind. 

Upon the much disputed question of the 
cost of pig iron production in Alabama, Mr. 
Carnegie says that the ten dollars per ton for 
foundry iron, which is the highest grade, is a 
liberal estimate with good management, and 
for a series of yearssome of the best located 
and best managed furnaces may be able to do 
even better than this figure. Ability to man- 
ufacture at this price must give the southern 
inanufacturers a 

LARGE MARKET FOR THEIR PIG. 

When the next stage comes, and they seek 
to manufacture pig into more advanced forms, 
I believe it will be done by converting pig into 
steel by means of bessemer, and the open 
hearth basic process, and I advised our south- 
ern friends when there to make some experi- 
ments looking to this desirable end. 

As was to have been expected, speculation 
has entered more or less into this southern 
field. Some ill advised enterprises have been 
undertaken, and considerable reaction may 
tako place, but this is only froth upon tho 
wave of solid wealth and legitimate manufac- 
turing prudently carried on in Alabama, and 
other districts will meet its due reward. 

In closing this letter Mr. Carnegie says that 
he regards the south as Pennsylvania’s most 
formidable industrial enemy inthe future. In 
referring to the 
INDUSTRIAL ACTIVITY THROUGHOUT THE SOUTH 
and theinvestments that northern capitalists 
are now making in that section, the Manufac- 
tirers’ Record says: ‘‘Never was the union of 
northern and southern sources in the develop- 
ment of this section better illustrated than in 
the fact that New England men are to build a 
great city at Shelby, Ala., where 1,200 people 
are now living, having asa nucieus tle Shelby 
furnaces, railroad shops, etc., because it was 
from Shelby ore that the Shelby furnaces made 
the iron for the plates that covered the Con- 
federate gunboat Tennessee, whose armored 
sides withstood the incessant cannonading of 
Farragut’s fleet at Mobile bay during the 
memorable naval engagement of August 4, 
1864, as few iron gunboats have ever done. In 
this same town New England capital, backed 
by New England brains, is to build a great in- 
dustrial city. The north and south are no 
longer against each other, but uniting to de- 
velop the wonderful resources of this country.”’

And Thinks That He is Nothing But a Mug- 
wump, Anyway. 

BinMInGHAM,Ala.,March 20.—[Special.]—T. 
A. Greene, who wasan applicant for the position 
of postmaster, returned this evening from 
Washington, and iseboiling over with anger 
and indignation. Greene was postmaster here 
under Grant, Hayes and Arthur, and has been 
a faithful worker for his party. He went to 
Washington a week ago, confident of securing 
the appointment, but says his claims were not 
even considered. When introduced to Wana- 
maker, Mr. Greene says the postmaster gen- 
eral informed him very curtly that he was 
“too old”’ to fill the place. Greene says Har- 
rison’s will be a mugwump administration, 
and that faithful republicans will be given no 
show. Heis very indignant at the treatment 
he received in Washington. 

A BREAK FORLIBERTY. 


Prisoners Attempt to Escape, but the Jailor 
Is too Ouick for Them. 


LOUISVILLE, March 20.—The prisoners in 
the jail at Jefiersonville made a wholesale at- 
tempt to escape last evening at dusk. Ed. 
Powell, a river pirate, had sawed ont several 
bars of the large cage which surrounds the 
cells and thus set nearly a dozen prisoners at 
liberty, twoofthem being murderers. Once 
outside of the cage it was easy work to get out 
on the roof by means of an open skylight and 
thence the prisoners intended to climb down 
to the ground by an iron pipe.

London, March 20.—The blue book on 
Samoan affairs was issued today.

This is the first we dding ceremony ever per- 
fermed in the Virginia capitol, and itisa sin- 
gular circumstance that the couple should 
have been blacks. The contracting parties 
are Robert Bossieux and Mary Brown. The 
groom elect had deceived Mary under promise 
of marriage and had been sentenced to the 
penitentiary for this deception. The intro- 
ductory overtures were by the governor him- 
self. Addressing the condemned elect he 
said : 

“IT sent for you because I understood you 
wanted to marry Mary and she w ants to marry 
you. Do you want to marry her? 

Bossieux: Yes, sir. 

The Governor: Mr. Yarbrough says that 
you have been a good hand and he will give 
you employment again, and I hope you will 
a good man hereafter. 

The governor, turning to the parson, said: 
“All right; go ahead.’”’ The parson then mar- 
ried the couple. At the conclusion of the cere- 
mony the governor handed Bossieux his par- 
don, saying: 

‘I give you tlris as a bridal gift.”’ 

The bride and groom, both black as the ace 
of spades, then left rejoicing. They thought 
they had enjoyed a rare distinction’ in being 
matried in the capitol building of Virginia, in 
the living presence of Fitz hugh Lee, and amid 
the pictures of great Virginians, such as 
Patrick Henry, Jetferson, Edmund Randolph, 
William Henry Harrison, and many others of 
those ancient aristocrats.

Buena Vista Has Two Mayors and Two City 
Councils, 

Buena Vista, Ga., March 20.—[Special. ]— 
While other towns are having booms, railroads 
and freaks, we have something thatevery town 
can’t boast of. We have two city rn 
both unanimously elected by the people. 
happened in this way: 

THE TWO GOVERNMENTS. 

The town has been governed by virtue of a 
charter granted by the legislature of 1850, with 
several amendments grantefl since that time 

The last legislature repealed that charter 
and granted anew one. Under this charter 
the following officers were elected: J. H. 
Lowe, mayor; B.S. Parker, 8. C. Jenkins, C. 
D. Moore and J. G. Stokes, councilmen. 

Some of the citizens did not like the new 
charter, and refused to be gov- 
erned by it. -They examinedit closely 
and claimed it was unconstitutional, 
whereupon they totally ignored it and electe d 
the following officers unde r the repealed char- 

ter: J. A. Sheppard, mayor; R. E. Clements, 
J. W. Roberts, W. M. Williams, E. W. N 
Thorpe, councilmen. 

Both elections were very quict and unani- 
mous, the supporters of one party refusing to 
yote in the election of the other. 

WHERE THE CONFLICT COMES IN. 

The council of 1888, however, turned over the 
books and cash to the parties elected under 
the new charter, Both sides claim they are 
legally elected, and each council has posted 
ordinances by which we are to be governed. 

While everything has been ~ mov- 
ing along smoothly so far, 
trouble is expected in the near future. If 
there was no funds in the treasury this thing 
vould probably go on indefinitely and the citi- 
zens would be compelied to support two coun- 
cils, but there is about $150 in the hands of the 
Lowe party, and Mayor Sheppard has demand- 
ed that this be at once turned over to him and 
his party. It is sincerely hoped that one crowd 
or the other will withdraw before the spring 
taxes are collected, as the average citizen 
would be double taxed and the violators of the 
law would cate h sh eo] from two recorders.

A Talk With Mr. Hewitt. 

“The seuth will furnish the yearly increase 
in the iron output of this country, and this fact 
is due in the main to the liberal treatment on 
the part of your railroads,’ says Hon. Abram 
S. Hewitt last evening. 

Elis attention had been called to a dispatch 
stating that he and Mr. Cooper contemplated 
Yemoyving to the south the New Jersey Steel 
and Iron company, of Trenton, New Jersey, of 
which they are principal owners. 

‘Tt is true,” he continued, “that weare very 
decply impressed by all that we have seen here 
in the south, and especially by what we have 
learned about the sensible and liberal spirit 
manifested by your railroads towards the in- 
dustries of the section. It is to this, in my 
opinion, more than to anything else, that the 
extraordinary development of your section is 
due, The waelth is here, but it might have lain 
here untouched had not the railroads shown so 
liberal a spirit-toward those who undertook its 
development.” 

‘‘Are present rates 
north ?” 

“Very much lower. I should say that the 
rates upon new materials given by the south- 
ern roads are less than half those given by the 
roads in thé fnorth. You have superior ores 
and the coal supply at your doors, but your 
greatest advantage isin your cheap railroad 
rates which enable your mannfacturers to 
place their products in any part of the north 
or west as cheap or cheaper than we can do it 
ourselves.’”’

PREHISTORIC MONSTER CAST UP 
BY AN EARTHQUAKE, 


Swallows One Man Alive — European

GuAYAQuIL, Ecuador, February 26.—A party 
of European travelers who have recently ar- 
rived in this city, coming from the district 
affected by the recent earthquake, relate with 
every assurance of truthfulness an almost in- 
crédible story. They state at the time of the 
disturbance they were engaged in scientific ex- 
plorations, endeavoring, among other things, 
to trace one of the smaller feeders of the creat 
river Amazon to its source in the northern 
section of the Audes mountains. A low, bel- 
lowing sound which seemed to proceed from @ 
spot directly beneath them gave the. first inti- 
mation of the approaching phenomenon. This 
was followed by a violent shaking which threw 
several of the party off their feet, and before 
they had recovered from the first shock of 
terror and surprise there was another roar like 
the sound proceeding from the simultaneous 
discharge of several monster pieces of artillery, 
and to their horror the ground began to give 
way beneath their feet, fissure after fissure ap- 
pearing in the earth’s surface, into which 
rocks, trees and everything else seemed to 
tumble and be swallowed immediately up.

Representative O Neil Will Introduce a Bill 
to Elect the Commissioners. 

At the next session of the legislature a bill 
will be introduced providing for the election of 
county commissioners by the people, instead of 
having them appointed by the grand jury, as 
| now provided. 

The bill will be introduced by Hon James 

F. O’Neil, of Fulton. 

_ Forseme time past this matter has been 
| very freely discussed, and the prevailing opin- 
ion seems to be that the present method cf 
selecting commissioners should be done away 
with and the choice left directly to the people. 

The people living in the country districts 
are especially vigorous in their protests, claim- 
ing that they are not as fully and fairly repre- 
sented as they should be, and that the county 
_Toadsare not cared for as they would be if 
they had a voice in the matter. 

While the commissioners are not charged 
with being unfaithful to their duty, still it is 
claimed that if they were directly responsible 
to the people for their action, the result would 
be more satisfactory to the entire county. 

In speaking of his proposed bill yesterday, 
Mr, O’ Neil said: 

‘I have had this measure under considera- 
tion for quite a while. In fact, I made it an 
_ issue in my canvass, and would have intro- 

duced it last session had it not been for a mis- 
take coneerning the length of time which the 
law requires such an act to be advertized. 
Hfowever, at the coming session, I will give it 
my first attention, and I anticipate no trouble 
, In having it passed, as the necessity for a 
| change is evident to any one who has taken 
the trouble to look into the matter. If 
you will take into consideration the fact 
that the county commission stands in the 
same relation to the county as the city council 
does to Atlanta, you wiil readily see the ne- 
| cessity of having them elected instead of ap- 
| pointed. 
voice in the matter whatever, but are com- 
pelled to abide by the decision of the grand 
| jury, or even half the members of that body. 
| Now, the commissioners have entire control 
i 
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of the affairs of the county, and as a matter 
_of course their responsibility is not small. 
| While of course the present board would not

the majority of the voters of the county. ‘They 
have power to fix the rate of taxation for the

| ‘It provides that as soon as a vacancy occurs

five of the commissioners have been elected. 
| When the commission has been filled as thus 
provided, the election shall occur every two 
| years, at the same time as the regu- 


lar county election, the commissioners serving 
two years instead of three, as at present. 
There is some time, however, between now 
and the time of the meeting of the legislature, 
and I would, of course, be glad to have any 
suggestions looking toward a perfect bill to 
carry out the line above indicated.”’

SOME QUEER THEFTS. 


THE MOTIVES WHICH INSPIRE PLO- 
PLE TO STEAL. 


The Little Negro Who Stole a French Book—One 
Who Fancied Opera Glassesa—A Negro With 
a Palr of Crutches—Some Other Queer Ones. 


At police headquarters there was, about two 
weeks ago,a rather dilapidated little book 
that was written in French. There was not a 
word of Englishinit. Even the advertise— 
ments and the footnotes were in French. 

In its external appearance the book was se- 
verely plain and spinster like. There was 
something aboutit that suggested old book- 
stores and dust and cobwebs. 

There wasn’t a picture in the book. 

It was taken from a negro prisoner when he 
was searched at the stationhouse. The darky 
wasn’t more than fifteen or “sixteen, ragged, 
rough and ignorant. He was convicted of 
stealing the book, and is now serving out a sen- 
tence of twelve months in the chaingang. 

‘Can you read ?”’.the judge asked him, 

‘tNo,”’ 

“Did you think there were pictures in the 
book ?’’ 

‘‘No. I seed dey wasn’ no pictures.”’ 

‘Was you going to sell it?’’ 

‘No, sir.’’ 

“Then why did you steal it?’ 

“It was jes dar.”’ 

The darky had stolen nothing but the book, 
and why he risked what he did for something 
that could do him no good on earth, is a ques- 
tion that involves heredity—and something 
else. 

It’s a queer thing.

Two days after this theft was committed a 
negro broke open a parlor window on West 
Peachtree street, and stole a pair of opera 
glasses. 

He was caught a few hours afterward with 
the glasses in his pocket, was subsequently 
convicted of burglary, and has been sentenced 
forten years. 

‘‘How long since you went to the opera 
house?” asked Judge Van Epps in the city 
court. 

‘‘Never is been dar, jedge.”’ 

‘*Does your wife go?”’ 

‘Who, my wife? No, sah.” 

“What did you;want with opera glasses, 
then ?”’ 

**T don’ know, sah.’”’ 

“Why did you steal them ?” 

“‘T jes couldn’ he’p it, jedge.”’

Aaother darky out on Houston street stole a 
pair of erutches from another negro. The 
thief had no possible use for the crutches, and 
the man he stole them from was his best friend. 
They were deacons together in the church and 
next door neighbors. 

Just three or four nights ago—last Saturday 
night, it was—a well dressed young negro man 
was broughtin. There wasa sack over his 
about a half 
bushel of coal. The darky confessed to having 
stolen it. Whenthe prisoner was searched 
$8.00 was found in his pockets. He 
was a barber and had just been paid off. 

Not only didthe negro have money to buy 
coal had he needed it, but actually had more 
than enough coal at home to last him forthe re- 
mainder of the spring. The opportunity had 
not been thrust upon him. Hehad walked a 
mile out of his way, and that after a hard 
day’s work, and then waitedin the cold and 
rain for three quarters of an hour, all to. steal 
ten cents worth of coal when he had plenty at 
home, and $8.{ in his pocket. 

About two weeks ago an Italian fruit vender 
was arrested for stealing four sticks of chew- 
ing gum from another Italian. You can get 
six sticks for a nickle. 

Vhen the one that had stolen the chewing 
gum was cariied to the station house he was 
required to give $100 bond. He took a greasy 
roll of greenbacks from hls poc ket and count- 
ing off ten $10 bills put about $260 back in his 
ocket, and handed ‘the $100 to the station 
sestenny keeper. 

And yet he had stolen 3} 
chewing gum.

The other day a negro was arrested for being 
drunk on the street. He had $4.50 in his 
pockets. It was his firs drunk and the regu- 
lar fine is $3.75. 

He had more than enougl to pay his fine. 

Next morning the darky paid a lawyer 34 to 
defend him in court. The lawyer plead guilty 
for the negro, and the prisoner was fined $3.75 
or four days. He didn’t have the money to pay 
his fine and was sent to the stockade. 

That very thing is done every day. 

A lawyer—there’s something about the name 
that the negro likes, a charm that he can't 
withstand. You may tell him that he has 
money enough to pay his fine and that if he 
employs a lawyer he must be sent to the stock- 
ade. He understands all that, but he must 
have a lawyer. 

Ifthe darky had $20 he would spend it all 
on the lawyer. Jt is a inatter of pride to him— 
the more his lawyer costshim the prouder the 
darky.
